MINNESOTA NATIONAL GUARD 
ARE READY FOR GALL TO ARMS 


Order Issued Affects Entire Na­ 


tional Guard. 


Washington. Juno 19.-—Virtually tho 
entire mobile strength of the national 
guard of all states and the District of 
Columbia, was ordered mustered into 
the federal service by President Wit* 
son. 
About 100,009 men are expected 
to respond to the call. 
They will be mobilized immediately 
for such ser\lce on the Mexican bor­ 
der as may later be assigned to them. 
General 
Frederick 
Funston, com­ 
manding the border forces, will desig­ 
nate the time 
and place 
for move­ 
ments of guardsmen to the Interna­ 
tional line when the occasion shall 
require. 
In announc ing the orders Secretary 
Maker said tho state forces would be 
employed only to guard the border 
and 
that 
no additonal 
troop move­ 
ments Into Mexico were contemplated 
except In pursuit of raiders. 
Simultaneously 
with 
the 
national 
guard call Secretary Daniels of the 
navy 
department ordered additional 
war vessels to Mexican 
waters on 
both coasts 
to safeguard 
American 
lives. 
At the* war, navy and state depart­ 
ments it was stat«»d that no new ad­ 
vices ae to tho situation in Mexico 
had come to precipitate the new or­ 
der*. 


Tension Steadily Incensing. 


W ithin the last two weeks, however, 
tension has been increasing steadily. 
The crisis presented by General Car­ 
ranza’s note demanding the retail of 
General Pershing’s expeditionary force 
has been followed by a virtual ultima 
turn served on the American officers 
by General Trevino, the Mexican com 
mender in Chihuahua. 
To this was added the possibility 
that American and Mexican troops ha I 
clashed across the border from Han 
Benito, Tex. 
The troopers crossed in 
pursuit of bandits in the face of inti-J 
matlons that they would be* attacked 
lf they did so. 
Cloners! Funston himself reported 
that he anticipated fighting, presum 
ably with Carranza troops.

Washington, June 19 — Washington 
Is the scene of Intense excitement fol­ 
lowing tin* orders of the president for 
th** mobilization of tit** national guard 
for service on the Mexican border. 
Although tile purpose of the presi­ 
dent’s action as aet forth In the formal 
call la for th** protection of the Ameri­ 
can frontier from Invasion, the opinion 
throughout 
Washington 
Is 
that 
it 
mark* the beginning of armed inter­ 
vention in Mexico. 
The action is understood to have 
been precipitated by a dispatch from 
General 
Funston predicting 
trouble 
nil along the Rio Grande in an effort 
on th** part of the Mexicans to force 
th** 
United States 
to withdraw 
it* 
forces from Mexican soil. 
Although every state In the Union 
anti th** District of Columbia is af­ 
fected by the cull not all of the or­ 
ganizations of each stat** are called 
out. 
Officials of the war department say 
th** state troops will be kept at their 


r e s p e c t i v e 
mobilization 
centers sub* 
Jeet to the call of General Funston 
and w i l l be s e n t to him as needed. 
It* for** any can be sent, however, 
the formal call makes It plain that all 
organizations and units mustered into 
th** federal service will have to be re­ 
cruited tip t*» their minimum peace 
strength, which means a minimum of 
sixty-five enlisted men to each com­ 
pany of Infantry snd engineers aud 
es* b troop of cavalry, and 135 men to 
'*n*h battery of field artillery. 


W i l l Require Rome T i m * . 


It Is expected that In the first In­ 
tan* •* not mon* than two thirds rd the 
enlisted strength of the organizations 
called out will respond and that some 
time will l»«* required to recruit them 
up to peace strength and equip them 
for service in th** field. 
Th** call was Issued tinder the old 
Dick law. the now army reorganiza­ 
tion bill not having become fully cf- 
fective 
Consequently enlisted men of 
the national gunrd who fall to respond 
will b** subject to courtmartial under 
the Dick law 
Secretary Baker, after Issuing his 
statement, at onre directed the ad­ 
jutant general of the army to commit* 
nlcate severally with all the governors 
••f the states by wire, giving them the 
formal cull 
and designating 
the or­ 
ganizations required of each stat** and 
their places of mobilization, 
Many people here were surprise! at 
the action of the president In calling 
out th** troop* In view of the indica­ 
tions given by Secretary Baker fol­ 
lowing bls conference with the presi­ 
dent that he had In contemplation no 
immediate orders for 
additional na­ 
tional guardsmen, 
This increased th** belief in many 
qu arters that General Funston, since 
th** con feren ce between th** secretary 
end

president, had sent

reports of an alarming character.

The contraband liquor reposed in a 
wagon ow ned by Vernon Baer s f a t h ­ 
er and the team was driven by young 
Baer. 
Nestling am o n g the barrels 
and case were bsh pol* s. gallon and 
q u a r t measures, hose, etc. 
It is reported th a t bootlegging was 
openly carried on and th a t the team 
had previously made trips to Ironton 
and t h a t vlcinty. 
Measured at pric­ 
es usually charged by bottle, 
the value of the cargo was close to 
$500. 
Lawrence Gunion carried a loa ’ed 
revolver. 
No resistance was m a l e 
by the q u a r te t w hen arrested and 
they seemed to be c arry in g consider­ 
able liquor themselves.
